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ART _IN LATIN AMERICAN MEDICAL BOOKS. 





Almost one hundred years after Columbus stepped from his ship to press ameri- 
‘can soil the first medical book was printed in Latin America. It was the OPERA 
MEDICINALIA of a Spaniard, Francisco BRAVO, who’ came to the Western Hemisphere 
from Seville to practice medicine in México. His four books and one volume was 
published by Pedro Ocharte, a printer of México City, in 1570. 

We do not need to discuss the merits of BRAVO, nor the importance of his work 
in the medical history of america. Though one could expect little from an immi- 
grant physician in a strange country, we find in the first American medical book 
a fairly good description of the"tavardate", the typhus fever which was endemic 
in the kingdom of Montezuma. It contains also a treatise on the therapeutic uses 
of sarsaparilla, and another one on bloodletting. 

What I want to point out is that the printer and publisher, Sefior OCHARTE, 
tried to do his best to make the work of Bravo a good seller. Considering the 
circumstances, the book is as handsome as it could be. There are three illustra- 
tions which capture the reader's eye and there is also a device of the printer 
on the title-page. 

Ever since the introduction of printing in Latin America, the publishers to 
the south of us have tried to excel the European and North American printers and 
publishers. For obvious reasons, this could not have been done until the Latin 
American countries were independent of Spain. In the 19th centurt, there were 
many changes in the technic of the graphic arts and typography, and many new dis- 
coveries were made in medicine and its allied sciences in Europe so that North Amer- 
ican attention was naturally diverted from the scientific research and the typo- 
graphical achievements of our southern neighbors. 

after the first “World War", the medical librarians of this country began to 
receive more and more evidence of the rapid growth of the typographical art in the 
medical books and journals published by Latin Americans. Not only did the content 
of these publications improve but their external form did likewise. 

It is especially gratifying not to say surprising to see that as far as the 
technic of illustrations is concerned the Latin American medical publications of 
today are competing with the products of the best presses in Europe as well as with 
our own medical publications, which are mostly produced in a hurry, and have but 
little regard for beauty.

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Just a few days ago, the Army Medical Library received a marvelously complete 
folio on the diseases of the paradentium published in Montevideo. The author, Dr. 
Francisco PUCCI, should certainly be satisfied with the technical work of the 
BARREIRO y RAMOS publishing house. The folio is illustrated with 764 figures, some 
of them photographs prepared by the Photographic and Kinematographic Section of the 
Medical Faculty at the Montevideo University; others are drawings artistically ex- 
ecuted by Juan Stetkamps, and reproduced by well-trained photomechanics. To give 
this monograph of dentistry a crown, the publishers bound it in stamped leather, 
and made it a book which would be the ornament of the library of any bibliophile, 
even though he is not interested in medicine, nor in the diseases of the paradentius, 

A few years ago, the author of this paper discussed the history of medical 
book illustrations, and ended his discussion with the words: “Today, the fanciful 
is abandoned for the exact, the dream for the truth, the superfluous and the charm- 
ing for the necessary and the dry. Only a new renaissance could resuscitate the now 
dead art of medical book illustration." It seems that this art is again arising 
thanks to our Latin American friends. 
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
